Description of Current and Planned Channel 23 Activities 


1. Programming 

In addition to activities described in Section 3, Channel 23 continues to produce 
successfully several series including: 1) "Hispanidad--Fort Wayne," a monthly 
Spanish-Language, community-affairs program with emphasis on the traditions of Fort 
Wayne's Hispanic community, educational opportunities, and cultural enrichment (We 
have received a very positive response to this program.); 2) "Global Perspectives," a 
monthly hour-long program focusing on the current political issues of the world with a 
talk-show format; 3) "IPFW Journal," a monthly program with a news-magazine format 
focusing on many different special events occurring on or around the IPFW campus; 4) 
"Campus Beat," featuring news stories from all Fort Wayne post-secondary institutions 
(It has proven to be a very successful cooperative venture.); 5) "Major Decisions," a 
monthly half-hour program featuring IPFW units, related career areas, and city 
business leaders; 6) "IPFW Mind and Body Workout," a half-hour weekly multi-level 
fitness program designed to promote safe and effective exercising; and 7) Live 
basketball and volleyball games done in cooperation with Channel 10. 


One-time programs include: "Press, Bar and the Constitution," a two-hour 
program featuring media experts, attorneys, judges, and faculty, moderated by Paul 
Helmke; "Visions of India," a half-hour program focusing on India's art, politics and 
economics; and "Campus Orientation Tour," a 17-minute tour of IPFW buildings and 
facilities. 


Two new programs are underway: "Family, Children and: Community," a 
half-hour monthly program; "Student Activities Board," a monthly half-hour program 
produced by the student government officers focusing on student activities. 


Channel 23 became one of the 300 affiliates of Campus Network, National College 
Television, which provides viewers with four hours weekly of college programming 
throughout the academic year. 


In addition, Channel 23 obtained the rights to a series of eleven programs titled 
"Quest for Peace" and participated in a national Quest for Peace writing contest 
encouraging the public to voice opinions on world peace. 


2... Staffing 

Channel 23 hired a new production assistant in a half-time, permanent position. 
Plans are to change this to a full-time position. The full-time engineering position was 
filled and the engineer has been very effective in keeping the equipment maintained as . 
well as in facilitating studio productions. One work-study student is currently 
employed at Channel 23; and, beginning summer of 1988, another student will join the 
Channel staff. In addition to student and community volunteers, a number of 
communication students take internships with the channel. 


3. Equipment 
Recently, Channel 23 was able to purchase some equipment through special 
funding from the Office of University Relations and the Learning Resource Center.

This equipment includes: 1 Sony DXC-3000 chip camera (heavily used for location 
shooting); 2 Bogen 3065 Tripods with fluid heads: 1 Panasonic AG 1950. VCR-VHS; 
1 Sony PVM-8020 color monitor with three batteries; 1 Zenith 159 (IBM compatible) 
personal computer; 2 Senheiser headsets (for sport events; 1 Sony tv-monitor KV-2090 
for the Channel 23 office; and 1 Atari MX-5050B reel-to-reel audio tape playback and 
recorder. 


4. Space 

Channel 23 acquired an additional room in the Helmke Library to serve as the 
space for the editing facility as well as for temporary storage of the portable video 
equipment. 


5. Image 

The new Channel 23 logo has generated much positive response from the viewers 
and those involved with the Channel. The logo has given us a better sense of 
identity and has helped us to be more recognized throughout our coverage area. 


Attachment B 
Project Activities (Equipment List Rationale) 


1. The Sony DXC-3000 studio camera package is needed to complete the TV studio set 
up. The addition of this camera will allow us to have a true studio-configurated third 
camera. It will also allow us to return the Sony 1820 camera to use for remote and 
field projects, the purpose for which it was originally purchased. The Sony DXC-3000 
is a great camera for studio, field, and remote shooting. This is a chip camera which 
assures longer durability and flexibility for years to come. 


2. FOR ORIGINATION: The 3M video processing amplifier will be used in conjunction 
with our origination equipment to improve the quality of the video signal going to the 
cable company. This amplifier enhances resolution and corrects video signal errors 
resulting from satellite incongruencies and variations in signals from other external 
video sources (e.g., VHS tape plavback and lower quality 3/14" programs). 


3. JVC S-VHS GR-S55 camcorder is a small, low-light, semi-professional camera 
needed to serve many purposes: 

a. Training of fresh recruits--This will help volunteers who need experience in 
camera handling and shot composition. 

b. Transporting equipment--At times, it is very difficult for student volunteers 
to carry the heavy 3/4" equipment alone and shoot on location. It is much 
easier to carry the smaller compact unit. 

c. Providing Flexibility--Ever since the start of our news program, "Campus 
Beat," a great need has been felt for a camcorder that could easily be 
carried by one person and provide video footage of an event. 

d. Involving others--The relative operating ease of this camera would enable 
other colleges to provide this program with footage of their campus events. 

4, The Cool-Lux Olympic L-20 battery belt is needed to provide the camera crew with 
a longer and more professional source of power; and 


The Cool-Lux mini-cool AC/DC Remote lighting pack, which mounts on the top of 
camera, is much needed to give the camera crew mobility and a light source for 
various locations with unpredictable lighting conditions. 


5. The Microtrak Sport Ill remote audio console allows microphone inputs and 
headphone communication for remote productions, such as for sports events and 
festivals. Neither IPFW nor Channel 10 has a remote audio console unit permitting 
direct communication between the production director and the commentators during a 
production. Two Sennheiser HMD-224 sportcaster headsets designed for this unit were 
recently purchased by Channel 23. 


6. The new field monitor we are requesting is needed to verify both color balance 
and picture integrity and to verify the actual taping of a remote project. The 
requested monitor will also serve as one of two monitors needed for the editing set up. 
Recently, Channel 23 purchased a color field monitor which is used heavily on location. 
This same monitor will be used as the second monitor to complete our editing set up 
(using the old Panasonic decks).

7. The Porta-Brace CC-3000 and C-4800 are needed to carry the video camera 
and portable tape-deck along with all the accessories needed on a field shoot. These 
cases are designed to protect the equipment from damage. 


8. FOR ORIGINATION: The Broadcaster 1 automatic video cassette changer is 
needed for expansion of programming hours into evenings and weekends. This 
machine will allow us to free up personnel time for work more directly related to 
programming. In addition, the unit will ensure that tape playback occurs on a more 
reliable schedule (also see section ! of the application).
